A t a recent m eeting of tLie W oman's 
C hristian Tem perance Union of this 
city, th e topi« ? presented, 
th a t of 
“ Non-Alcoholic .Medication,” prov ed 
to he of such unusual inte r su th a t 
for th e benefit of others v .ho may 
be interested in thi.» » v ery Im portant 
subject, we 
transcribe some of the 
points presented. 
And, by th e way, 
may we be allowed to m ention in pass­ 
ing , in consideration of the fact, th a t 
like the g reat mass of fem ininity the 
world ov er the la dieso f Dixon are sup­ 
posed to be wholly absorbed in preper- 
ations for Christmas, the fine a tte n­ 
dance a t this m eeting was a pleasant 
surprise to all concerned, prov ing as 
it did increased interest in the q uiet 
work of this organization. 


The subject was opened by a “ Quiz” 
as to the aims of this depa rtment and 
for wha t reason the W. C. T. D. 
should take hold of this 
work so 
v igorously. 
Of 
the twelv e suplies 
giv en we append only two. 
a "One object Is, to win our medical 
ad v iHers,wlio are not now no na lco ho lic 
to an Interest in the scientific study 
of the alcohol question. 
It has been 
wisely said t hat, “ the key to the tem ­ 
perance reform is in the hands of the 
physician.” 


“ As long as alcohol is used as medi­ 
cine so long will there be drunkards ” 
The claims of the Francis E. Wil­ 
lard National 
Hospital was next pre­ 
sented, receiv ing, as deserv ed, absorb­ 
ed a ttentio n. 
To many of our readers 
it may be so mething of a surprise, to 
know tha t located so near us in the 
city of Chicago is a hospital, where 
the principle or non-alcoholic medica­ 
tion has prov ed a success 
for, as 
sla ted: 
It is 
necessary 
for 
ev ery 


physician who has a place upon its 
staff to hav e subscribed to a pledge, 
tha t no alcohoj should be used in any 
form whatev er, in the trea tment of 
cases sent to the hospital for care. 
While the hospital has no right to 
control the a cts of the physician o ut­ 
side of its walls, many of them hav e 
testified to the fact of their conv er­ 
sion to our principles, as a result of 
their experience with us! 
Besides 
this, scores of graduate nurses hav e 
gone o ut to 
practice the principles 
learned at the tra ining school of the 
hospital, while thousands of patients, 
who hav e been benefited by our trea t­ 
ment are using their influence in their 
own circles.” 
In a “ Responsiv e Reading” written 
for the use of the local unions of the 
W. C. T. U., Mrs. 
M. A. Allen, Na ­ 
tional Superintendent of the depart­ 
ment 
of 
non-alcoholic medication, 
asks this « tuestion, “ What is 
the 
growth of 
non-alcoholic sentiment 


am ong v hysicians of late years? W hat 
do some well known physicians say 
upon this subject, and q uotes first 
from Dr. Sarah R ack et Stev en,son 
of 
Chicag o, who says, “ T he best physi­ 
cians of our own and other countries, 
are beg inning to see th a t alcohol is a 
most dang erous and harm ful drug .” 
Dr. Shephard of Brooklyn says, “ T he 
use of alcohol as medicine has v ery 
much diminished during 
the 
past 
twenty-fiv e years, 
and 
the present 
tendency is 
co nsta ntly in tha t direc­ 
tion,” and so on, and so on. 


Nor is the rev olt 
against alcoholic 
bev erages as medicine confined 
to 
English 
and American physicians. 
Professor Max Kassowitz of the U ni­ 
v ersity of Vienna says, “ I hav e not 
prescribed alcohol to my pa tients for 
more than ten years, and 
can athrm 
positiv ely tha t they hav e fared well 
under this 
change 
of 
trea tment. 
Since I formerly followed the univ er­ 
sal practice, I a co mpetent to make 
comparisions, 
and 
these speak un­ 
conditionally 
in fav or of trea tment 
witho ut a lcoho l.” 
“ Dr Prick, a pro­ 
fessor in Zurich, 
Switzerland, and 
Doctor Von Speyer, of the univ ersity 
of Berne, hav e made close study of 
cases, treated with and witho ut alco­ 
hol, and assert positiv ely, tb a ta lc » - 
hol is a dangerous and doubtful reme­ 
dy. 
Dr Meyer cf th e Univ ersity of 
Oottenburg. Mobius of Lelpric, and 
Dr. Wehberg of Düsseldorf, are pro m­ 
inent physicians, who are equally em. 
phatic in their denunciation rf the 
current beliefs co ncerning alcohol in 
me icine.” 
Mrs. Allen also says “ The belief in 
alcohol as a heart stimulent, is rapidly 
passing away: the experiments of the 
late Prof. 
Newell Morton of J ohns 
Hopkins Univ ersity of Prof. 
IT. C 
Word of the Univ ersity of Pennsyl 
v ania and o thers 1 av e shown tl at 
the true a ction of alcohol upon th e 
heart, is tha t o f a depressant, a para­ 
lyzant, rather tha n a stim ulent. ” 


“ It is a well known fact, tha t when 
a thletics are in training, they are for­ 
bidden the u*-eo fa ll intoxicants in­ 
cluding wine and beer: because they 
are weakening to the body. 
Know­ 
ing how many p tofessedly temperance 
people among us are using wine and 
beer 
because 
of 
their 
supposed 
strengthening properties. 
We ask 
the 
question 
how can the sick be 
strengthened and supported by what 
is specially weakening to the strong 
and well?” 


When will we learn t h a t 1 Wine is a

March, of twenty -fourth day of Febru­ 
ary , which was reckoned twice every , 
fourth y ear by the Intercalation of a 
day . 
Every fourth y ear in which a 
day is added to February on account 
of the excess of t he tropical y ear, (3 *‘>5 
day s, 5 hours, 45 minutes and

onds) above 365 day s. 
But one day 
added every four y ears Is equivalent 
to six hours each y ear, which is 11 
minutes, 14 seconds more in excess of 
the real y ear. 
Hence it is necessary 
to suppress the bissextile day at the , 
end of every century , which is not 
divisible by 
4 00, while it is retained at I 
the end of those which are divisible by 
tha t number.”

From t he above explanat ion it 
will 
be seen tha t there will be no suppres 
sion of the bissextile day for more 
than ten centuries, or, to be exact, 
109<» y ears, as the final y ear of t he 
twenty -first century is divisible by

Question in Dispute Will Soon Be De­ 
cided by Supreme Court. 


Some important tax cases, involving 
questions of law as well as questions 
of fact, are now before the Illinois 
supreme court. 
As the casus are sub­ 
mitted they arc taken under advise­ 
ment by the court. 
It is expected 
tha t an early decision in each case 
will follow, probably at the February 
term of the court. 
One of the questions to be decided 
by the court is whether stocks and 
bonds held in another state by a resi­ 
dent of Illinois are taxable in this 
state. 
In this part icular suit is in­ 
volved the assessment of $1,280 242.93 
of the estatof Henry Lee Borden, of 
condensed milk fame. 
Mr. Borden died iri California Nov. 
21, 1002. 
At thu time Borden owned a 
fafm In 
Mahon 
county , Illinois. 
After the man’s death his 
widow 
made and flied an affidavit attesting 
to the fact that her husband was a 
resident of Tout!, in Marion county . 
The estate was, consequently taxed In 
the state and an inheritance tax of 
$12,102.29 was assessed against the 
Borden heirs and was paid. 
The board 
of review of 
Marion 
county called upon Mrs. Borden early 
this y ear for a schedule of her per­ 
sonal property for purposes of assess 
ment. 
The widow already had filed a 
schedule with the assessor, giving in 
about $50,0<*0 in personal property . 
She declined to make a new schedule 
for the board of review and after the 
notice had 
been 
served on her tbe 
board assessed her on railroad bonds 
and stocks and shares held in other 
corporations amounting to a 
total 
valuation of $1.280,242.93. 
Mr. Borden maintains tha t she is 
not liable for the assessment in Illi­ 
nois on these holdings because the 
certificates of stocks and bonds are in 
the hands of an agent in this state.
